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This volume contains 47 full-length articles, three research notes, and 
31 book reviews, with a total of 142 author appearances. The addition 
of these contributions to the cumulative subject index (available at 
<www.elsevier.com/locate/annals>) expands the overall knowledge 
landscape of Annals. Specifically, in this volume, the expansions of 
research on existing subjects are recorded under the following subcate- 
gories: Community, multicultural, and scientific; Education, pedagogy; 
Methodology (analytical), grounded theory, social constructionism, so- 
cial network analysis, and virtual curating; Sociology, of death; and 
Theory, postcolonial, and thanatology. New entries relating to, or 
placed under, country names are Chinatown, Mongolia, and Iowa. 
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
